The 12 precincts gave Estill 293 
and his opponent, form er State Sen­ 
ato r Fred A. Egan, 697. 
These 12 precincts were distributed 
about evenly over the county and 
were believed to reflect the public j 
sentim ent fairly representatively. 
Egan m ade the Dillinger “petting 
p a rty ” picture an issue in his race. 
T he distribution of thousands of 
handbills on which appeared the J 
picture and adopted the war cry “no j 
fraternization with crim inals.” 
Carroll Holley, nephew of Sheriff 
Lillian Holley, from whose “escape 
proof” jail a t Crown Point Dillinger 
got away w ith a wooden gun on 
M arch 3, was leading a field of 14 
candidates for the Democratic nom ­ 
ination for sheriff of Lake county.
